A correspondent writes from Tampico of 
the harbor facilities there in which Mexican 
-Central people are so largely interested: 
The importance of the port of Tampico is 
increasing constantly. It is now second to 
Vera Cruz of Mexico's coast ports, and if 
indications go for much it will be but a few 


imports of Mexico will enter through Tam- 
pico. The development of trade through this 
port has been something phenomenal, and 
if the figures could be obtained and pre- 
sented the showing would be astonishing to 
the people of the United States.

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First Session of the Fourteenth An- 
nual Meeting of Their State Asso- 
ciation—President Harris’ 
Address, 


The first session of the fourteenth annual 
meeting of the Massachusetts State Phar- 
maceutical. Association was held Tuesday 
afternoon in Cotillion Hall of the Mechanics’ 
Building, where the American Pharmacy 
Fair is now going on. Owing to the interest 
taken by druggists in the new law, requiring 
them to secure a certifieate from’ the State 
Board of Registration in Pharmacy before 
they can get a liquor license from the local 
authorities, a large attendance was ex- 
pected at this meéting, 
Was not realized, 

The chair was occupied by the President 
of the association, F. M. Harris of Worces- 
ter. The proceedings were opened by Wil- 
liam C, Durkee, the local Secretary of the 
association, who made a short address, wel- 
coming the visiting members of the organi- 
zation to Boston. A suitable response was 
made by President Harris when he rose to 
make his annual address. 

He then proceeded to say that the report 
of the Secretary, last year, showed a mem- 
bership of 412, while this year it would 
show a membership of 530. He uttered a 
word of caution to the Committee on Mem-

bership, declaring that each applicant’s 
standing should be thoroughly investigated, 
and that persons indorsing the applications 


should themselves be men of good standing 
in’ the association, and should personally 
know the annlicants. He said: 

“The report of the Committeé on Legis- 
lation will be of special interest as, since 
our last meeting, the law giving the State 
Board of Registration the power to grant 
certificates entitling the holders to receive 
a license from the local authorities has 
been put in force. No legislation since the 
law of 1885 has produced the disturbance 
in’ our ranks that the enforcement of the 
provisions of this law has. 

“The best evidence that this is a long step 
in the right direction is the stir it has 
created, for a law that does not bind some- 
where amounts to nothing. I believe that 
the issuing of licenses to druggists should 
be taken out of the hands of the local au- 
thorities entirely, and vested, in the Board 
of. Registration, or a new board created for 
this special purpose. In this way tHe humil- 
iation of having to parade our names for 
days in our local papers, together with a 
lot of promiscuous applications for licenses, 
can be avoided, 

““Also the deadlocks which have occurred 
in different parts of the State, especially 
in a no-license year, when the authorities 
refused to grant any licenses, no matter 
What the standing of the applicants, would 
be removed. One thingy every pharmacist 
who has the best interests of his calling at 
heart must bear in mind; that is that the 
liquor part of their business is being, and 
must be, slowly crowded out. 

“Public sentiment has changed greatly in 
the last few years, and instead of all being 
classed alike, the line has been sharply 
drawn, and the stores that sell. the least 
amount of liquor that they possibly can are 
gaining the confidence and esteem of the 
public, and consequently their business is 
growing from year to year, while the oth- 
ers are losing ground and dropping lower 
and lower.

THE ASIATIC SITUATION. 


Although the dispatches in regard to the 
modifications of the treaty of Shimonoseki 
came through various nations and were 
somewhat confused, all signs point to an 
immediate settlement of the terms between 
Japan and China. It is not at all strange 
that the Mikado’s yielding to Russia’s ulti- 
matum and the returning of 16,100 square 
miles of territory in the Liao-Tung penin- 
sula should annoy the more aggressive por- 
tion of the Japanese people, but as the sub- 
mission brought with it the good will of the 
three allied Powers, Russia, Germany and 
France, and may materially increase the 
formerly immense war indemnity which 
will swell the Japanese treasury, the bel- 
ligerent factions will doubtless find compen- 
sation therein for the *loss of territory. 
China will naturally raise much of her 
large loan as soon as possible, that the 
length of the Japanese occupation may be 
shortened. The effort to take Formosa, 
with its 3,000,000 people, away from the vic- 
tors, seems to have been abandoned, and 
Japan is likely to finish the peace negotia- 
tions with an area larger than that of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and a population of 
48,000,000. By yielding to the demands of the 
three Powers she gains the sympathetic 
support of most potent allies; and /is the 
acknowledged star of Asiatic nations. 

The civilized world now awaits remark- 
able developments in. both Japan and China, 
Of the conditions which now surround the 
Mikado and his supporters there has been 
no more careful exposition than in the 
letters of the eminent journalist, Col. John 
A. Cockerill, whose correspondence in the 
New York Herald has been notable for 
its completeness and interest. He recog- 
nizes the wonderful progress made _ by 
Japan in the last half century, he notes 
that it is a small body of cultivated peo- 
ple who are controlling the affairs of the 
Government and the industries, while the 
primitive, pastoral masses are almost as 
uneducated as they were centuries ago. The 
seed ofvintelligent humanity has taken root, 
but it has not grown everywhere. Japan has 
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urgent to be demanded by cable. On the other 
hand, there are those, and Admiral Meade 
is said to be among them, who think that 
the modern Seneca wooed the great god 
Bacchus with unnecessary enthusiasm. 
There may be something in the Caribbean 
breezes that-invite this worship, for John 
Bull’s notorious representative in Nicara- 
gua, our old friend Hatch, crooked his 
elbow at every opportunity. 

We cannot concur in this estimate of 
Seneca, the Vermonter, for two reasons. 
One is that there is strong testimony from 
excellent sources which refutes the charges. 


Jeanne Delmar, the actress, says. that 
Seneca II. entertained her and her whole 
company when they were = stranded in 


Caracas, and that she never saw the dis- 
tinguished American in the least under the 
influence of liquor. The second fact which 
leads us to deny these charges is that we 
know the true reason. It is simply this: 
A man who can live in Vermont and be a 
Demécrat must have been born under an 
ill-fated star, and should not hope to keep 
any good position, whether he sits with 
18 at a table, sees the new moon over his 
left shoulder, or not. Seneca was simply 
trying to make a laughing stock of Fate 
when he announced himself as a Democrat. 
A man cannot serve two masters, nor can a 
Vermont Democrat expect to triumph even 
in Venezuela. Seneca’s fall may be un- 
timely, but it is the result of his own short-
